Washington, April 14.—-Senator T 
P. Gore of Oklahoma, in speaking to 
the subject, ' Absolute Acquisence fn 
the Decision of the Majority the Vital 
Principle of Republicans,” character­ 
ized the republican party as a com 
bination in restraint of trade that 
could he convicted and dissolved un­ 
der the Sherman anti-trust law. Sen­ 
ator Gore said he took his subject 
from the first inaugural address of 
Thomas Jefferson, “A splendid and a 
fitting maxim for such an occasion.” 
The senator expressed the opinion 
however, that “the republicans need 
at leas a four year acquiescence.” 
The highest duty of democracy, in 
his opinion, was to convert a republi­ 
can majority into a republican min­ 
ority and "to convert republican ar­ 
rogance into acquisition.” The recent 
election of Eugene 'N. Foss to con­ 
gress from Massachusetts was refer­ 
red to by the speaker as a “star of 
hope” which would yet be lord of 
the ascendant.” 
“If I had the power,” said Senator 
Gore, “as I ought to have, of writing 
the congressional platform this year 
and of drafting the national platform 
two years hence, I would condense 
and compress them into 
a 
dozen 
words, towit: 
44 ‘Less 
tariff, 
more 
trade, 
free 
ships, no trusts, no graft, no Taft.’ ” 
These he said, might be condensed 
into two words: “Less tariff.” The 
Payne-Aldrich law, he said ‘‘ought to 
bring revenue into the treasury of the 
government—it leaves little revenue 
in the hands of the people.”

Secretary Charles F. Barrett of the 
board of agriculture has resigned, to 
return to Shawnee to participate in 
the development of the business in­ 
terests of his home city, and who 
will take an active part in Shawnee’s

cott of Oklahoma City’s commercial 
interests as a feature of the capital 
fight.

Hedgers Puts Crimp in .Scheme.

13.— 
George Dick Rogers of Muskogee at 
the request of Secretary Ballinger, 
appeared before the Indian commit­ 
tee of the house yesterday on behalf 
of the Chickasaw nation and submit­ 
ted telling arguments against a fav­ 
orable report on the McGuire bill 
providing for the re-opening of the 
tribal rolls of Choctaw and Chicka­ 
saw nations for admission of four­ 
teen thousand negroes as Indians 
Rogers made a good impression with 
the committee and was the first per 
son that had thrown any light on the 
real issue. According to a prominent 
member of the committee, he clearly 
demonstrated that the government 
granted title to the Choctaws. Choc­ 
taw nation lands under treaty of 1820 
and not under the treaty of 1830 as 
had been hitherto contended. Hear­ 
ings before the committee on the 
McGuire bill have been in progress 
for three weeks and up until yester­ 
day it looked as if the bill might be 
favorably reported.

Part of another boil- 
er crashed into the fitters' and black- 
smiths' mill, bricks and stones were 
shot up as high as the works chim- 
ney and then rained 
down on
